Yasser Arafat, leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
[PLO] spoke to the United Nations 
General Assembly on Wednesday. 
His presence in the U.N. had been 
requested by a vote of 105 for , 
with 4 against and 20 abstentions. 
' Throughout his 92 -minute 
speech, Arafat was interrupted by 
tumultuous , applause. The U.S. 
and Canadian delegations sat 
silent. 

Outside the U.N., the U.S. 
government displayed its position 
in a more active way. 
« A group of about 15 people, 
Québécois, Americans, Palest- 
inians and Egyptians were tavel- 
ling from Montreal to New York to 
join the demonstration in support 
of the PLO participation in the 
U.N. For them, the next 12 hours 
were enlightening: 



We arrived at the border, at 
different times. We were- all 
frisked and detained while our 
cars were thoroughly searched 
and our papers checked and 
recorded. The women were 
subjected to an even more 
humiliating and intense search 
than the men In back rooms of 
the customs office. 

After the search, one 
customs official was overheard 
to say on the telephone, 
"They're all here... Since we 
haven't found any guns or 
bombs and their papers are In 
order, l r m about to let them 
through." 

One woman asked whether 
she had any rights as an 
American citizen. An official 
told her, "none here." 

As we were leaving, another 
person asked why we were 
being handled so roughly. He 
was told, "There are a lot of 



heavies crossing the border 
these days." 

As each car left the customs 
station, It was followed by a 
New York State police car 
which had arrived during our 
period of detention. At one 
point in the trip, we were 
followed by four, cars each. 

As we approached New York 
City, it was time for the 
changing of the guard. Un- 
marked cars stationed at exits, 
behind bridges, and at toll 
booths, took up the pursuit — 
which wasn't too quick since 
we Were driving under the 
speed limit. 

At one rest area, one car 
stopped, asked our "tails" for 
identification, and were re- 
fused. We called the /local 
police complaining that' we 
were being followed. When 
they came, they first asked us

TAs want 
more money

According to David Douglas, 
speaking for the Co-ordinating 
Committee of the McGill 
Teaching Assistants Associ- 
ation (MTAA), the weakness 
and atomizatlon of depart- 
mental teaching assistant or- 
ganizations at McGill threatens 
to undermine MTAA efforts to 
secure a 10% cost of living 
salary increase for TAs next 
year. 

■ Douglas explained Wed- 
nesday that last year the 
Co-ordinating Committee was 
Instrumental in winning cost of 
living pay Increases of at least 
10% for TAs In the Arts faculty, 
and that its aim this year will be 
to "see that the gains made in' 
the past year are not lost and 
that further improvements in 
TA working conditions are 
made." 

As stated in a committee 
handout, the raison d'etre of 
the MTAA Co-ordinating 
Committee is to "provide a 
forum for TAs to learn about 
the situation of TAs in other 
departments and to formulate 
the issues and demands which 

are common to all TAs." consume nearly all the wages 
of the of 



department, said Douglas. 

An ad hoc committee was 
established by the Senate last 
year to investigate the situation 
of TAs in the university and to 
make recommendations to the 
Senate concerning TA work- 
loads and salaries for next year. 
The committee, which has the 
support of the MTAA Co- 
ordinating Committee, is made 
up of administration and 
faculty representatives, and is 
expected to present its recom- 
mendations before the end of 
the year. 

"We want to make sure when 
these recommendations come 
down that university TAs are 
organized, and that they be in a 
position Jo take whatever 
action is necessary with regard 
to the recommendations," said 
Douglas. ■ 

In 1968 the yearly salary of a 
full time teaching assistant in 
the English department was 
$3200. This year the figure is 
$3650. This is hardly com- 
mensurate with the rise in the 
cost of living, said Douglas, 
especially when one considers 
that food and rent costs, which

Claude Pierre, representative 
of the Comité de Defense des 
Droits des Travailleurs Haitians 
said last night that Canada 
supports Haiti's fascist regime 
to protest its interests in 
mining, oil and tourism in that 
country. 

As proof of the existence of 
these Interests, Pierre cited the 
fact that the former Minister of 
the Interior, Cambronne, oper- 
ates the largest travel agency In 
Haiti and owns a company that 



sells blood and cadavers to 
American medical companies. 
"They have leased one seventh 
of our whole country to foreign 
hotel Interests who naturally 
don't want to see the 
government change," said 
' Pierre. "The government in Haiti 
is getting rich while the average 
labourer there still works a 14 
hour day for 75 cents."

The participation of the Palestine Liberation Organization in 
the United Nations General Assembly's debate on Palestine is a 
milestone in the Palestinian People's long struggle for the 
recognition of their national rights. The Palestinians now have a 
voice in U.N. decisions affecting their future. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization is heir to the half 
century long struggle against European Zionist colonization, of 
the Palestinian people for self-determination. The PLO draws 
legitimacy as the representative of the. Palestinian people, 
thwarting Henry Kissinger's plans to obstruct their aspirations 
by arranging for a peace agreement between Israel and Jordan 
which ignores the rights of the Palestinian people. The PLO state 
that the Palestinian people want a democratic state in which 
citizens of all backgrounds enjoy equal Tights. 

This Palestinian objective clarifies- the real nature of their 
struggle; it is not a struggle of Arab against Jew, but of the 
oppressed against oppression, of Palestinians against the 
apparatus of Zionist colonialism which has deprived them of their 
national rights. The PLO has defined these rights in such a way 
that Jews presently living as Israeli citizens would live in the new 
democratic secular Palestine as full-fledged citizens. 

The participation of the PLO in the historic debate in the U.N. 
is not only a victory, for the Palestinian people in their national 
struggle, it is an encouragement to all people fighting for a day 
when humanity will be* rid of colonialism and national 
oppression accumulated over the course of centuries, and enter a 
new era of freedom.

Palestine hides truth 
To the Dally: 

Yasser Arafat speaks before 
the U.N., and the Arab states 
demonstrate that if you tell a He 
long enough and loud enough, 
people will believe you. 

To be a successful liar, one 
must first be forgetful. The 
Arab states have years of. 
experience in this field. 

The United Nations resol- 
ution of November 29, 1947 
called for the partition of 
Palestine Into Jewish and Arab 
states, with Jerusalem to be 
internationalized. Only two 
countries outside the Arab 
bloc opposed this resolution. 
Those voting for. included the 
U.S., France, and Stalinist 
Russia and every one of her 
puppets. Arafat forgets this. 

He also forgets that the Jews 
of Palestine were the only 
group to accept this resolution. 
Every Arab leader of note called 
-for the extermination of the 
Jews — not for "secularism" or 
"democracy"; but for murder. I 
refer to statements made by 
Arab leaders at that time. These 
Include such notables as the 
Mufti of Jerusalem (a wanted 
Nazi war criminal) and the 
Secretary-General of the Arab 
League (whose successor led 
the oil blackmail against the 
west).' 

Mr: Arafat says that he wants 
democracy. He does not say 
that the charter of his own 
group calls for the expulsion of 
all Jews whose roots do not go 
before 1917: conservatively 
about 2 1 /2 million. 

Mr. Arafat claims to repre- 
sent the. Palestinians. In that 
case, perhaps he would like to' 
take the blame for subjecting 
his own people to the greatest 
con job of this century. Of the 
millions of refugees created in 
the past forty years, only the 
Palestinians still live In tents. 
Are we to believe that they have 
such a supposed love for their 
land? Or should the camps be 
recognized for what they are: a 
place for the Arab nations to 



point to whenever they have 
something to say about Israel. 

Israel has refugees too: 
hundreds of thousands of Jews 
who were expelled from Egypt, 
Iraq, Yemen, and other Arab 
states. Rather than put them on 
display, Israel has integrated 
them into society. Are we to 
believe that the Arab oil billions 
could not have done the same, 
if they truly wanted to help the 
Palestinians? 

To put It bluntly, the 
Palestinians had their chance 
for their own state in 1947, and 
they blew It when they called 
for the extermination of the 
Jews. 

I saw Arafat on the evening 
news. I did not hear what he 
said. Instead, I thought about 
the Jews of Kibbutz Etzion, of 
the road to Mount Scopus; of 
Ma'alot, of Klryat Shmona, of 
Lod, and of too many other 
places to name.

A' Sociology Undergraduate 
Student Union (SUSU) is being 
organized at McGIII. A group of 
eighteen Sociology students 
met recently to discuss, the 
goals of the new students' 
association, and to form the 
nucleus of three committees, 
namely, the Communications 
Committee, Student Services 
Committee, and Evaluation 
Handbook Committee, which 
would be the motors behind the 
movement of the^group. Todd 
Idson and Ruth-Ellen Grimes 
co-president both spoke of the 
need of Sociology students to 
organize a "functioning evalua- 
tive, and decision-making stu- 
dents group; If we wish to have 
viable Inputs into the depart- 
ment, and thereby, our socio- 
logy program. 



"Everything is at the prelim- 
inary stage of establishing 
ourselves on campus, inform- 
ing students of our existence 
and our possible plans and 
internal structure," explained 
Todd Idson. "We are hunting 
for .an office where we could 
meet with sociology students 
to exchange ideas and provide 
a unique centre for Soc. 
students to get together. 
"Due to the fact that last year 
no such student group existed, 
It will be much harder to set the 
union in motion, than usual.

different streams In sociology." 

One of the main alms of the 
pew union is student repre- 
sentation in department 
cdmmittees; to ; Inform the 
faculty and administration how 
the students would like the 
sociology program to develop.

Issue of Time magazine, 
Montreal has its own little 
Citizen Kane. His name is Pierre • 
Peladeau and he has major 
interests In 17 newspapers, a 
printing plant, a photo-proces- [ 
sing company, and an Ink-man- ' 
ufacturing company. 

This year, Peladeau's Quebec 
Incorporated (Peladeau. is pres- 
ident and owns 72 per cent of 
the' stock) will earn about 3.5 
million, with profits up 25 per 
cent over last year. 

Québécor publications In- 
clude the daily Journal de 
Montreal (circulation: 158,000), 
and the weeklies Echos-Vedet- 
tes, Nouvelles Illustrées, Tele- 
Radiomonde, Photo-Vedettes, 
Nouveau Samedi, 'Journal des 
Vedettes, and Grand Journal 
Illustre. All papers have 
circulations ranging from 
50,000 to 150,000 and each year 
the circulation figures reach 
new highs. For example, 
Nouveau Samedi gained 20,000 
new readers between 1972 and 
1973. , 

In Time magazine, Peladeau 
attributes Quebecor*s .success 
to' Its emphasis on local and 
"humanistic" coverage. Péla- 
deau likens his approach to that 
of Balzac and Dostoïevski: 
"They knew_ what they were 
doing. They wrote about local 
problems, about their own back 
yards. I decided I would, too." 



Peladeau's folksy view of his 
newspaper enterprise is appa- 
rently no,t shared by his 
employees. 

Members of the Union of 
> Québécor Publication Employ- 
* ees recently prepared a lengthy 
dossier which examines the 
roots of Peladeau's empire, 
analyzing exactly what role 
trashy newspapers like Pela- 
deau's play In the existing 
social system. 

The dossier concentrates on 
the seven French weeklies read 



them people who are "econo- 
mically-deprived"— neither des- 
cription is precisely right. 
Time's is derogatory and 
paternalistic, Implying that 
Time and its readers are not "the 
lowest common denomina- 
tors", and the dossier's 
description is superficial— Que- 
becor's working class readers 
aren't merely "economically- 
deprived," they are members of 
a social -class which Is 
consciously, systematically 
exploited for the benefit of 



by Montrealers. The thesis of capitalism, 
the study Is that Québécor According to the PUM study; 



weeklies, as important sources 
of information for massive 
numbers of people, play a 
significant role In establishing 
certain values, lessons, and 
attitudes— that is, a certain 
Ideology— Into a large sector of 
the population. 

Québécor readers feel bored - 

and resigned 
According to the dossier, a 
1973 sociological study of 
Montreal francophones conduc- 
ted by the ' now-defunct 
Progressive Urban Movement 
(RUM) shpws that Québécor 
weeklies are largely read In' 
working class areas (e.g. 
Rosemont, Hochelaga-Malson- 
neuve, •> and Centre-Sud) by 
people who say they often, feel 
bored and resigned; 

Time magazine calls these 
readers the "lowest common 
denominator;" the dossier calls 



the people of these areas see 
themselves as limited, confined 
to, being under a boss and to 
doing as they are told. As one 
man from Rosemont puts It, "I. 
have very ll.mlted projects 
because I am in a secondary 
position and everything de- 
pends on the ideas of the 
owners." "The boss will always 
be the boss," says a man from 
Centre-Sud.. !) 

The study also notes that the 
salaries of the workers in 
Hochelaga-Malsonneuve and 
Centre-Sud average around 
■:$6,000. 

Quebecor-weeklles, then, are 
consumed by the downtrodden 
of our society. 

For 40 cents a newspaper, 
Peladeau feeds his readers pap ; 
the dossier notes that tfiey, In 
return, give Peladeau his 
$120,000 annual salary and $3.5 
million In profits.

Weeklies reinforce oppressive 
ideology 

.' :The content of Peladeau's 
newspapers serves, says the 
dossier, to reinforce the 
oppressive ideology under 
which his clientele live. The 
dossier explains that under 
capitalism the secret of keeping 
one group of people oppressed 
is preventing them from 
understanding the true nature of 
their oppression. For as soon as 
oppressed peoples start recog- 
nizing the reasons behind their 
dissatisfactions and begin to 
realize that their individual 
exploitation is part of- the 
collective exploitation of their 
entire class; "social t unrest" 
would probably follow.' 

As it is now, the dossier 
observes, "economically de- 
prived" people are still very 
much In the dark as to the cause 
of their condition. The example 
is given of one man from 
Hochelaga-Malsonneuve who 
attributes "thé big problem of 
unemployment" to "the evolu- 
tion of the IBM machines" 
instead of to the structure of the 
system Itself. 

This lack of understanding is 
.manipulated and accentuated 
by the false Information put out 
by Québécor Inc. 

Québécor stories, the dossier 
notes, invariably tâketheform of 
myths, scandals, or advice. 

The unreal, paternalistic tone 
'of the stories is significant, 
explains the dossier, because it 
Invites people to project 
themselves into a dream world. 
■ Instead of identifying with their 
own working class existence, 
the readers are absorbed Into 
the bourgeoise ideology 
. îhpse.qn top by Identifying 



them. In another age, this was 
called "worshipping false 
gods;" today it Is known as 
sublimation. 
Let's see how it works. - 



The themes: sex, love, 
marriage, stars, and 
superstition 

There are five recurring 
themes in Québécor newspa- 
pers—sex, romantic love, the 
values of marriage, the lives of 
entertainment personalities, 
and" superstition (astrology, 
handwriting analysis, ESP, 
etc.). 

--Each of these themes plays 
on the alienation and stagnation 
that the working class feels, 
offering them a chance to "live"- 
through their weeklies. A 
Peladeau newspaper is more 
than a newspaper it is a 
mentor— it offers advice, allows 
lonely people to advertise for a 
companion or penpal, and gives 
people a glimpse Into the 
Intimacies of other people's 
lives. 

Unfortunately, however, the 
"out" that the weeklies offer Is a 
deadend street in cruel 
disguise. 

Québécor subject matter 
plays dual roles. Firstly, they 
reinforce the values— like self- 
centredoess, vanity, male 
domination, women's passivity, 
obedience to authority, consu- 
merism—that keep the working 
class helplessly floundering In 
self-indulgence and disunity. 
Secondly, they shroud those on 
top In myth, giving the readers 
false models of all-knowing 
doctors, happy, successful 
stars, responsible politicians, 
of and generous businessmen to 
"th . admire and Imitate. There. Is, as 
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Peladeau well realizes, no better 
protection for the exploits of the 
ruling class than glorification. 

Women taught to be 
subservient 
The first- role of attitude 
reinforcement Is perhaps best 
exemplified in- the Québécor 
approach to women. The latest 
Issue of Photo-Vedettes, for 
example, contains an Interview 
with a female entertainer 
(Suzanne Stevens) entitled "I 
would leave my job for the man I 
love." The introduction of the 
Interview reads, in part, "Just as 
all women, she (Stevens) 
attaches a lot of importance to 
her emotions. She is not able to 
devote herself exclusively to her 
job. She needs someone to 
depend on and someone who 
will cherish her." 

Also In Photo-Vedettes is a 
"young woman'.' supplement 
which includes a quiz to see "if 
you are good enough to marry ; " 
an article on what scares boys 
away ("If you are a bit of a 
'torn-boy' there is a good chance 
boys will leave you. ..because 
they prefer feminine girls."), 
several pages devoted to beauty 
tips; plus six pages on the kind 
of girls male stars prefer. 

The Photo-Vedettes message 
rings as clear as a bell— a 
female's self-identity and value 
lies in her ability to physically 
attract men. Men are women's 
security and she exists only to 
please him. One Québécor 
newspaper, Le Nouveau Same- 
di, even had an article on the 
high cost of having your wife 
tailed, by a private detective to 
check her. fidelity. 
The worst aspect of these 



lessons teaching the Inferiority 
of women Is the people they are 
directed at. Judging by the 31 
youngsters advertising for 
penpals in the latest Photo- 
Vedette, the average reader Is 
only 14 years old. It seems that 
with a little help from Peladeau, 
working class children are soon 
moulded into their oppressed 
position In society. 

The distortion of sexuality 
and the family 

The role of women put 
forward by Québécor newspa- 
, pers Is but one part of the larger 
distortion of sexuality and the 
family. Males too have role- 
models In the weeklies— they 
must not only be physically 
attractive, but also aggressive 
and domineering. 

An article in a recent 
Nouvelles Illustrées counsels 
mothers to teach their male 
children to defend themselves. 
In the beginning, the article 
advises the child should find "a 
stronger companion to protect 
film." "Little by- little the child 
will learn to protect and defend 
himself In a normal manner." 

Though fighting one's peers 
Is acceptable, insubordination 
is. not. In' one article a mother 
glowingly describes her child as 
a person with "a dose of 
aggressiveness" though he Is 
nevertheless disciplined and 
obedient. 

Contrary to the Nouvelles 
Illustrées assertion, aggressive- 
ness among one's peers Is not 
"normal", it Is a product of a 
society based on competition 
and uncritical submission to 
authority. It is good only from 
the viewpoint of those on top of 



an hierarchical system. 

•Québécor newspapers' advice 
to mothers will only produce 
chauvinistic, uncooperative 
men and complacent women— 
the kind of people who are 
unlikely to cause trouble by 
participating In a movement for 
change. 

Quebecor's treatment ' of 
marriage plays the same role of 
Inculcating passivity and obed- 
' fence by invariably representing 
marriage as the only satisfac- 
tory way to spend one's life. A 
'recent weekly contains an 
Interview with a couple who 
have had a "happy, 52-year 
marriage." The headline reads, 
"A real case— an example to 
follow." In the Interview, where 
M. and Mme Vallieres are asked 
to discuss the secret of their 
success, the wife mechanically 
repeats, "I always stayed at 
home to take care of my 
husband." The husband, who 
does most of the talking, 
explains .that his wife has 
always accepted his word as 
final. He says they agree that 
"divorce has always represen- 
ted something terrible for us." 

Making this trap-of-a-mar- 
riage sound good is quite a feat, 
but the newspaper succeeds. In 
the end, the message is: resign 
yourself to marriage, just as you 
resign yourself to everything 
else. 

• Astrology sedates readers 

The articles on superstition 
found in most Québécor 
publications additionally Im- 
mobilize the readers. Astrology, 
- handwriting analysis, personal- 
ity tests, and the like encourage 
the readers to think their lives 
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are predetermined in some way, 
that their lives are beyond their 
control. Pushing superstition Is 
like pushing barbiturates— it 
numbs and sedates. 

Quebecor's second ideologi- 
cal role of surrounding the 
ruling class In myth usually 
takes the form of casting the 
readers as voyeurs peering into 
the glamorous, exciting lives of 
the famous. Just as a 
Peeplng-Tom gets a thrill out of 
watching his subject, the 
readers are encouraged to 
vicariously share .in the 
problems of the famous. 

The latest Grand Journal 
Illustre, for example, confides 
that Joan Kennedy Is having 
drinking ' problems because 
"Ted" isn't giving her enough 
attention; but it optimistically 
concludes that there's still time 
for them to work things out. 

In addition to reporting oh the 
latest developments in the lives 
of the famous, Le Grand Journal 
Illustre also provides the 
addresses, horoscopes, and 
other "vital statistics." 

The dossier asserts that this 
"star-worship" reflects the fact 
that stars are commodities 
created by capitalism for 
consumption. But the dossier 
fails to dig deeper to discover 
who profits from star-worship 
and who is oppressed by it. - 

Just as with any piece of 
merchandise, businessmen 
have everything to gain by 
making their packages familiar 
to the consumer, by making, In 
this case, the. stars seem like 
indispenslble friends. 



Somethimes the identifica- 
tion Is explicitly drawn as in a 
recent Tele-Radiomonde article 
where TV hostess Nicole 
Germaine says, "I am a woman 
like other women.. .1 welcome 
people, I put them at ease, and I 
speak with thousands of 
women. But afterwards I find 
myself with my joys and 
problems like all other women." 

Actually there are undoubted- 
ly very few similarities between 
the working class "joys and 
problems" of Tele-Radlo- 
monde's women readers and the 
multi-faceted, comfortable life- 
style of Nicole Germaine. 

Making the famous out to be 
"friends" of the readers has two 
effects: (1) It guarantees 
continued consumption by the 
readers, and (2) it artificially 
smooths over the class 
differences between those who 
profit from the present sys- 
tem—the bourgeoisie— and the 
oppressed, working class con- 
sumers. 

In Time magazine, when 
Peladeau asserts, -"What I do, I 
do better than anybody else," 
his claim Is legitimate. He Is 
doing a remarkably effective job 
of making millions of dollars by 
reinforcing and perpetuating 
the myths strangling the 
working class. 

But, if the dossier Is any 
Indication, the despicable 
nature of the enterprise is 
beginning to generate disgust 
and rebellion among the 
Québécor staff itself. 

Will Québécor readers be 
next? 
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Mariene deserves to be heard .

Is the land, of opportunity. 
However, they aren't told that 
they will be deported If they try 
to stay. Pierre said that "our 
country Is 90% Illiterate, the 
newspapers print maybe 4,000 
copies for a country of five 
million, how can they know the 
law has changed if their friends 
left three years ago?" 
' - The. 1 ,500 Immigrants face 
almost certain imprisonment, 
torture and death if they are 
deported. Pierre cited one 
example of a worker deported 
from Canada two weeks ago 
who was thrown in jail 
immediately after his arrival., 

In another case he mentioned 
Georges Anglad, a forme; 
"professor of geography at the 
University of Quebec, who was 
guaranteed safe conduct by the' 
Duvalier regime to return to 
Haiti, but was imprisoned and 
tortured as soon as he arrived. 

"Québécoise 'workers must 
join ranks with Haitian workers 
to force the Canadian govern- 
ment to stop playing games 
with the lives of 1 ,500 Haitians," 
said Pierre.- _

has two demonstrations plan- 
ned to picket the Immigration 
Court of Appeals on St. Laurent 
and the Immigration office in 
the Alexis Nlhon Plaza.

who we were, where we were 
born, were we carrying arms, 
and what were we doing. We 
told them that we were not the 
ones doing the following. 

The police checked the 
identification of our tails, made 
a telephone call, and .then 
informed us that it was "purely 
coincidental" that these men 
happened to go everywhere that 
we did. One member of our 
group saw one of the tails flash 
an FBI badge to the police. 

Once in New York City, we 
went to park our cars. Later an 
attendant at one garage told us 
.that a man with a U.S. Treasury 
department badge had asked 
questions about us. Another 
one said that our car was being 
watched by an FBI agent. 

On the street, each of us was 
trailed by an agent. 

Speaking to one of. the more 
approachable agents, a Pal- 
estinian woman was told, 
"You're nice people..-, I don't 
know why we're following you 
except thât we were assigned 
to follow you since we were 
told you were going down to 
New York to beat up Jews." 
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unclaimed money. Anyone who 
still has not claimed their 
money or books can leave their ■ 
name, address and telephone 
number at the Students' Society 
office in the Union. Jhe books • 
will, be returned to those who 
haven't claimed them or Green 
will send a cheque for the value 
of the book minus transaction 
costs. 

Green was leased the space In 
the Union until October-18. The 
tentative closing date of the 
Bookstore was October 11 and 
thlswould allow an extra week if 
Green wished to extend the 
sale. The student was'lnformed 
that the books or money , must 
be picked up by the end of the 
sale. Archer still questions the 
true end of the . book sale and 
believes the money should be 
returned to the students. 

Green claims that the books 
were not removed late at night 
but over a period of one 
afternoon .and two evenings, 
although an employee of the 
Students' Society still main-' 
tains they were removed "late at.

The McGIII Redmen basket-

The Patriotes 
quickly bounced back though as 
their hot hands began to find the 
range, gunning In 26 points to 
narrow the difference . and 
setting the stage for a tense 
finjsh with the score at 69-60. 

With just minutes remaining, 
Trois Rivieres' Andre Vallerand 
was at the foul line. He missed 
one shot. He also missed the 
second shot but their big center 
- Michel Boyer was there to tip it 
In for two. . Then, as David 



Kassie brought the ball up 
court, Boyer's knee happened to 
get Into his way. Kassle's 
ensuing free throw bounced off 
the hoop, was deflected back to 
him by the alert Art- McMillan, 
and converted into a couple for 
McGIII on the scoreboard. 

When Trois Rivieres tried to 
bring it out of their zone, Roily 
Brisset Intercepted the ball. As 
he dashed towards the basket, 

.though, he ran right into two 
opposing players. The foul call 
which followed forced him out 
of the game. At the other end, 
the Patriotes sent everyone's 
hearts jumping as they failed to 
tip in the bouncing foul shot 
attempt three times in succes- 
sion. McGIII returned charging 
but when Jeff Sahimerdan went 
up for the shot, he got it stuffed 

' back at him by a Patriote. Pierre 
Benoit picked up the ball and 
drove on down court to net a 
basket. 

Dying chances 
The score was now 71-64. 
UQTR kept the pressure on as 
they stole the ball from McGIII 
In their own zone. But as the 
thief went for the hoop,- he was 
stymied by McMillan who drew 
his fifth foul in the process. 
Now with 51 seconds remaining 
in the game, Trois Rivieres had a 
chance to close the gap to 
within five. Andre Vallerand, at 
the line again, missed both free 
throws. 

Another try by Sahimerdan 
yielded a foul call against the 
opposition. He sank one of his 
two-shots. The Patriotes, still 
not dead, bounced back with 
two snap passes and a 



ten-footer by Bob Vallerand 
(Andre's brother). However, 
Harald Ludwig, fouled upon as 
he tried to bring the ball up 
court, nailed down the victory 
for good, sinking both of his 
attempts from the foul line with 
22 seconds remaining. The 
score was now 74-66 and the 
rest is academic. 

Coaches' comments 

When asked about his team's 
faltering after running up a lead, 
McGIII Coach Butch Staples 
attributed it to the inability of 
the players he had subbed onto 
the floor at the time' to adjust 
quickly enough to the tempo of 
the game, a critical period, at 
that, when Trois Rivieres was 
just picking up steam. 

He went on to state that "We 
were so far ahead, we felt that 
we didn't have to stick to our 
game plan," adding that the 
team performed well under 
pressure. 

UQTR Coach Yvon Lamarche, 
in assessing the game, said that 
they "were very surprised at the 
press" which the Redmen 
applied and felt that his team 
panicked in reaction to it. 
Noting that he felt his team can 
play better than they did, he 
denied that there were any 
attitudinal problems after their . 
particularly disastrous loss 
against Sir George last week 
and went so far as to predict a 
fourth place finish for his 
squad. ~
